Medical  Attendance  for  general  business  will  be  given  every  day  (Sundays 
excepted)  at  times  arranged  by  the  Board,  and  on  Sunday  in  case  of  emergency.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

WARRINGTON  INFIRMARY  and  DISPENSARY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1942 


The  Board  of  Management  submit  their  Report  for  the  year  1942. 

FINANCE. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  under  review  has 
improved  slightly  over  that  of  the  past  two  years  and  again  the  Income  has 
exceeded  the  Expenditure  thus  wiping  out  the  bank  overdraft  of  £2,912  15s.  Id. 
and  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  to  meet  any  contingencies. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  has  increased  by  nearly  £3,300,  which  is  due 
to  the  addition  of  the  two  Annexe  Hospitals  at  Daresbury  and  Thelwall,  and 
also  to  the  enhanced  costs  of  every  commodity  used. 

There  is  certainly  no  likelihood  of  any  reduction  in  expenditure  for  some 
time  to  come  and  in  view  of  events  which  are  likely  to  occur  in  the  hospital 
world  before  very  long  it  may  mean  that  this  Institution  will  be  faced  with 
serious  expenditure,  so  that  whilst  watching  spending  as  far  as  possible  it 
must  not  mean  that  progress  should  be  retarded  in  any  way. 

WORK  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

For  years  the  demands  on  this  hospital  have  continued  to  increase  and  this 
year  the  numbers  treated  are  again  in  advance  of  the  previous  year. 

Proposals  are  at  present  under  consideration  by  the  Government  whereby 
all  voluntary  hospitals  may  become  an  integral  part,  in  the  future,  of  the  National 
Plealth  Services.  If  this  did  come  about  it  would  certainly  bring  about  a 
considerable  change  in  hospital  affairs,  but  the  discussions  have  not  gone  far 
enough  to  justify  any  comment. 

Details  of  the  work  done  in  this  hospital  will  be  found  in  the  report. 

THELWALL  GRANGE  CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

The  outstanding  item  in  the  work  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the 
above  Home  in  July.  The  idea  of  a  Convalescent  Home  has  been  in  the  minds 
of  the  Board  of  Management  for  many  years  but  was  unable  of  accomplishment 
owing  to  the  financial  stringency.  This  home  is  already  proving  of  great 
service  to  the  parent  hospital  by  way  of  relieving  the  great  bed  pressure. 

Sir  W.  P.  Rylands,  Bart.,  formally  opened  Thelwall  Grange  on  the  15th 
July,  and  the  Rt.  Revd.  Bishop  of  Warrington  dedicated  the  work  of  treating 
the  sick  and  suffering. 

As  a  memento  of  the  occasion  and  for  the  kindness  shown  by  Lady  Rylands 
who  was  instrumental  in  bringing  the  idea  of  a  Convalescent  Home  to  fruition, 
and  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Smethurst,  Chairman,  who  has  kept  this  ideal  before  the 
Board  and  the  general  public  for  so  long,  a  Ward  was  named  respectively 
after  these  two  great  friends  of  the  Institution. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
with  the  furnishing,  etc.,  but  notwithstanding  this  the  Board  feel  that  a  beautiful 
home  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  people  of  Warrington  and  surround¬ 
ing  districts. 

DARESBURY  HALL. 

This  Annexe  Hospital  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  service 
of  the  Institution,  and  those  patients  who  have  been  there  have  expressed 
pleasure  at  the  treatment  and  the  lovely  surroundings. 
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The  Board  again  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  F.  Hill  for  the  services  they  have 
rendered  during  the  past  year.

The  apparent  decrease  of  expenditure  is  due  to  the  amount  of  extraordinary 
items,  i.e.,  £1,197  19s.  against  £4,816  17s.  7d.  the  previous  year.  Ordinary 
expenditure  which  covers  the  maintenance  costs  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  two 
Annexe  Hospitals  has  increased  nearly  £3,300  over  the  previous  year.  The 
general  increased  cost  of  articles  is  responsible  for  the  rise  in  expenditure. 

NEW  LAUNDRY. 

This  was  opened  during  the  year  and  whilst  not  yet  complete  has  proved 
itself  of  great  benefit.  It  is  hoped  that  the  extra  plant  will  be  installed  in  the 
near  future. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Board  has  lost  by  death  the  following  members  : — Mr.  J.  J.  Whitley, 
Mr.  Alderman  F.  Stringer,  Revd.  Father  Clarke,  O.S.B.,  and  Mrs.  Edith 
Ridgway. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Seeker  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Board. 

The  Governors  at  their  last  Annual  Meeting  elected  the  following 
members  : — Revd.  Father  J.  Maddox,  O.S.B.,  Messrs.  T.  E.  Miln,  J.  Houghton, 
E.  W.  Gorton  and  P.  E.  Cooper.  Unfortunately  for  the  Infirmary  Mr.  P.  E. 
Cooper  had  to  leave  the  town  for  business  reasons  shortly  after  his  election. 

VICE-PRESIDENCY. 

Under  Rule  3,  Mr.  C.  F.  Hill  was  automatically  elected  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Institution.

V.  Magee,  Pathologist,  and  R.  Burns,  Clinical  Assistant  to  the  Eye 
Department  have  terminated  their  paid  appointments.  Dr.  Cary  Lynch  has 
agreed  to  take  control  of  the  Pathological  Service  and  Dr.  S.  W.  Dick  has  taken 
over  the  duties  of  Clinical  Assistant  to  the  Eye  Department.

13s.  3d.  The  Board’s  thanks  have  been  conveyed  to  Mr.  Smethurst  and  Mr. 
Walter  Lewis  who  organised  the  concerts. 


Mr.  D.  H.  Ward  presented  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Smethurst  script  to  the  value 
of  £1,000  to  be  used  as  required  by  the  Chairman.  As  a  memento  of  this 
splendid  gift  the  Board  authorised  that  a  suitable  tablet  should  be  placed  in 
“The  Smethurst  Ward’’  at  Thelwall  Grange.  The  amount  has  been  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  General  Purposes  Fund. 


NURSING  STAFF. 

During  the  year  9  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  the  State  Final 
Examination  and  13  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  the  State  Preliminary 
Examination. 

Nine  Nurses  have  passed  the  Hospital  Final  Examination  and  received 
the  certificate  of  this  Training  School. 

After  twenty-five  years’  service,  Sister  E.  Cunningham,  owing  to  family 
reasons,  had  to  relinquish  her  post  as  Out-patient  Sister  and  the  Board  paid 
her  a  well  earned  tribute  for  the  work  she  had  carried  out  during  that  period. 

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  FUND. 

The  amount  received  from  this  source  was  £416  5s.  2d.  a  decrease  of 
£79  19s.  2d.  against  the  previous  year. 

The  Special  Service  was  again  held  in  the  Parish  Church  and  the  Ven. 
Archdeacon  of  Warrington  preached  the  Sermon  to  a  large  representative 
gathering. 
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The  Thanks  of  the  Board  are  again  tendered  to  Mr.  J.  L.  Collin  for  his 
services. 


WORKPEOPLE’S  INFIRMARY  COMMITTEE 

The  net  amount  received  through  this  Committee  was  £23,528  15s.  4d., 
an  increase  of  £5,133  4s.  lid.  over  the  previous  year.  The  main  cause  of  the 
increase  is  due  to  the  contributions  received  from  employees  of  certain  Govern¬ 
ment  Factories  which  will  cease  in  whole  or  in  part  after  the  war. 

The  claims  of  outside  hospitals  who  have  treated  members  of  the  Infirmary 
Contributory  Scheme  have  practically  doubled  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  tender  their  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  the  interest  they  take 
in  the  well-being  of  the  Hospital,  also  to  the  representatives  who  sit  on  the  Board 
for  their  advice  and  assistance. 

LADIES’  LINEN  GUILD. 

The  sum  paid  over  to  the  General  Fund  was  £450,  an  increase  of  £50 
over  the  previous  year.
